This paper is filed in response to the Office Action, dated May 24, 2004. 

In response to the Office Action mailed on May 24, 2004, the Applicant provisionally elects 
Invention I, that is, Claims 1-1 5, for further examination in this Application. The Applicant 
turther provisionally elects Species A r Claims 1-3 and 5 - 15. for further examination by the 
Examiner. The Applicant submits that this election of Invention I, Species A, and the 
identification of Claims 1 - 3 and 5 - 1 5 as readable on the elected invention and species are 
consonant with the restriction requirement made by the Examiner. The Applicant further 
concurs with the Examiner's finding that Claims I and 14 are generic and submits that these 
generic claims are readable on the elected invention and species. 

However, the Applicant notes that the only claim in Species R, i. e. ? Claim 4. depends on generic 
CI aim 1. Therefore, il Claim 1 is found to be allowable. Claim 4 should also be allowable based 
up.)n its dependence on Claim 1 . 
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Wiile the Applicants concur with the Examiner's finding that Inventions 1 and II and that Species 
A and Species B are patcntably distinct, the Applicants note that 35 U.S.C. § 121 authorizes, but 
docs not require, the USPTO to restrict an application to one invention if two or more 
independent and distinct inventions are claimed in one application. In view of the expense ihat 
would be imposed upon the Applicants by multiple patent applications and multiple patents, the 
Applicants submit thai restriction requirements should be issued only when absolutely necessary. 

Therefore, for the reasons set forth above, reconsideration of the restriction requirement is 
respectfully requested and the Examiner is respectfully requested to withdraw the restriction 
requirement.
